of the Accomprs of the Revenues of the Crown ; . it be- 
ing moſt improper for any to have the cuſtody of Ac- 
compts taken in the Exchequer , who areno Officers of 
Record , nor can iflue our Proceſs , nor give any Legal 
Diſcharge thereupon. 

And yet notwithſtanding all the ſaid eſtabliſh'd Laws, 
Ordinances , and: Letters Patents , divers of the former
